ome have worked hard and have achieved the status of Leader. And some of these have 

made a deep impact inspiring others in their profession, their community, their country 
and some an entire generation.

Let's face it, some choose the chal- 
lenge and will never have the same impact that their mentor has had on their profession and many 
will never reach that legendary status themselves. The challenge is daunting and even if we don't 
match or supersede our mentor, that striving may still produce a victory achieved by very few. The 
saying comes to mind about shooting for the moon and if we fall short, we are still amongst the stars. 

All of us reading this message have been selected and have risen to the level of Leadership 
in our great company. Many of us have followed another great leader. And a few of us are in the 
shadow of a legend. As different as we all may seem, | believe we all have a common denom- 
inator — the drive to serve others, passion for people, and the determination to win. We did 
not make this choice to lead because it was easy; as we all know, the path we chose is difficult. 

| think true leaders see things differently than others; we have a different perspective than most 
people ... that's what makes us unique. We invite the challenge, we understand Iron Sharpens Iron, and 
if we hang with legends or other successful people, we have a much better chance of becoming great as 
well.

It is up to us to keep the 
flame lit, increase its size and to build upon what 
we have been gifted. For me, it's not only a choice 
but a responsibility, as | feel indebted and | must 
and | will repay what | have been gifted. We should 
thrive to become the best versions of ourselves, 
embrace the challenge, feel blessed to be in the 
shadow, do the right thing always, and in doing so, 
maybe one day, we will become LEGENDARY. @
